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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1, 3-21, 23, and 25-41 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claims 
3-7 and 15-21, directed to a non-elected species, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 3-7 and 15-21 are 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104.
